There was the keenest disappoint- 
ment expressed in the American col- 
ony here at the failure of the car to 
be landed. The French and Italian 
cars, which reached here ten days ago, 
were enthusiastically received by the 
European colony, and the patriotic 
spirit of the Americans was thoroughly 
aroused. They anticipated arranging 
an elaborate reception and having an 
opportunity of seeing the machine that 
had beaten the foreign cars across the 
American continent show its paces on 
the excellent roadways about the city. 

The French’ and Italian cars made a 
splendid show of speed on the thor- 
oughfares on which the leading hotels 
and clubs are situated, and the Ameri- 
cans anticipated an even better show- 
ing from their champion. 

The excellent condition in which the 
foreign cars were after their extremely 
arduous trip over the American con- 
tinent was a source of wonder to all 
who saw them. Their display of speed 
stimulated thelr compatriots among the 
residents of the city to offer freely gen- 
erous wagers that they would beat the 
American car into Paris. The Ameri- 
‘an residents were not slow to cover 
the bets offered, and there was the 
liveliest interest in the car on this ac- 
‘count. One bet of $1,000 was made 
that the American would be first to 
reach the French capital, backing the 
car against the field. 

The crew of the Yankee racer was 
keenly gratified to find such evidence 
of confidence in their ability to win the 
great race around the world, and, de- 
lared they would certainly justify it 
They were amazed at the interest taken 
in the race here and the accurate de- 
tails of the contest across America 
with which the foreigners were ac- 
quainted. Tue New YorK TIMES is 
eagerly sought here in the clubs for 
news of the machines. 

Will Have Japanese Guide. 


A mass of detailed information about 
the conditions in Japan was placed at 
the disposal of the Americans by their 
compatriots.

Representative Auto Men Will For- 
mulate Plans for Coming Contest. 


The announcement of the intention of 
Tus New Yorx« Times to organize an en- 
durance race from New York to San 
Francisco and return has aroused the 
greatest interest among automobilists and 
received unanimous indorsement.

much benefit both to the automobile in- 
dustry and to the sport. In order to in- 
sure its proper conduct Tue Times has 
invited these representative men to meet 
at THE Times office next Friday evening 
and aid in framing regulations which will 
provide a true test of cars. 

While speed contests have done a great 
deal for the advancement of automobil- 
ing, there has been evident for some time 
a growing feeling that they were incon- 
clusive, and too apt to be decided by 
luck. Endurance contests of various 
sorts have been proposed, 
have never been severe, and 
cars have frequently come through with 
perfect scores. 

Hill climbs and other trials have been 
held, but there has never been a contest 
which has tried out thoroughly the 
‘‘ stand-up” qualities of the cars on the 
road under such conditions as would pro- 
vide an absolutely conclusive test.

The fire started in the basement 
at 3:45 A. M., and the flames shot up 
the dumb waiter shaft quickly to the top 
floor, which was soon ablaze. 

The janitor was aroused by Policeman 
William Mussmecher, who broke in the 
glass of the door with his nightstick and 
called all the tenants. They rushed out 
in a panic. The engine and hook and lad-

seventh Street, at Lexington Avenue, with 
Battalion Chief Dougherty and Fire Chief 
Howe was quickly on the scene. Capt. 
Cooney and a squad of reserves from the 
East Sixty-seventh Street Police Station 
got there on the double quick and assisted 
in rescuigg the frightened tenants from 
the burning building. 

Owing to the heroic efforts of the fire- 
men and the police all the tenants, thirty- 
six in number, were got out safely, with 
the exception of Annie Bates, a maid 
servant, 19 years old, living with Mr. and 
Mrs. Parker on the fourth floor, ° 

When the flames burst through the 
dumb waiter doors Mr. Parker seized 
their five months’ old baby in his arms 
and started for the fire escape at the rear, 
shouting to his wife and the maid to fol- 
low him. Mrs. Parker, seeing that the 
girl was in a dazed state, assisted her tuo 
the fire escape outside the kitchen win- 
dow. 

The girl was so scared by the flames 
that were then devouring the walls of the 
room they were crossing to get to the 
window that she screamed hysterically 
and hung back. Mrs. Parker, realizing 
the danger of a moment’s delay in getting 
to the fire escape, climbed out of the 
kitchen window to the escape and dragged 
the maid with her, but the girl sank down 
on the top of the escape, and the woman 
had to leave her to save her own life, 

The senseless mald lay on the escape un- 
til she was discovered by the firemen 
when they got to the floor after the fire 
was under control, When the girl was 
carried down to the street and examined 
by an ambulance surgeon from the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, it was found that she 
was dead from stfffocation.. The body 
was taken to the East Sixty-seventh 
Street Station, where it was viewed by 
Coroner Shrady, and taken later to the 
Morgue. 

Daniel Quinn, 60 years old, and John 
Gleason, a plain clothes man from the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station, both 
of whom lived in the house, were slightly 
burned, and were attended by the ambu- 
lance surgeon. 

The fire attracted a large crowd from 
the district, and the tenants of Nos. 212 


and 216, the adjoining houses, were all up 
and out in the street with their valuables, 
as it was expected that the fire would 
spread on both sides of No. 214. E 

Michael J. O'Sullivan, who lived on the 
first floor of No. 214, arrived home in 
time to see Policeman Mussmecher rescue 
his two sisters, Annie, 21, and Lizzie, 23, 
and pass them out of the window to Pa- 
trolman James J. Minogue, who stood on 
the window sill of No. 212. 

At 2:30 A. M. Patrolman John Murray 

discovered a fire in the hallway of 325 
East Sixty-sixth Street, which was put 
out with trifling damage, and an hour 
later the same policeman discuvered an- 
other fire, in the basement of 336 East 
Sixty-sixth Street, which was also ex- 
tinguished before any damage had been 
done. 
All three fires are believed by the po- 
ce to have been the work of one man, 
who was seen to leave 336 Dast Sixty- 
sixth Street by Edward Sullivan, one of 
the tenants in the six-story tenement, 
just before the flames were discovered 
coming from the basement. | 

Capt. Cooney said last night that he 
had received a good description of the in- 
cendiary and had detectives searching for 
him. 

When Fireman Dugan was sent to call 
an ambulance to 214 East Sixty-fifth 
Street he went to a saloon at Sixty-fifth 
'Street and Third Avenue, and was as- 
saulted by the bartender, John Prunty, be- 
cause he would not pay 5 cents for the call. 
Dugan reported the case to his Chief at 
the fire, and Policeman Wilhelm was sent 
to arrest the bartender. Meantime Prun- 
ty had ieft, and a bartender named Cum- 
mings was arrested instead of him. Peter 
Lennen, proprietor of the saloon, told 
Magistrate Corrigan yesterday that he 
jwould produce Prunty in court on

| TRY TO BURN TENEMENT. 


Gasoline Found After Each Blaze in 
Willlamsburg Building. 


With the aid of gasoline an attempt 
was made early yesterday morning to 
burn the four-story double frame tene- 
ment dwelling at 11 Nostrand Avenue, 
Williamsburg, for the second time in two 
weeks. Many tenants, in their amxiety to 
} get out of the building, fell down the 
| stairs and were more or less hurt, but 
| none seriously. 

The building is in the neighborhood 
where many other incendiary fires have 
occurred in the last four weeks. It was 
due to Patrick, Costello, who lives on the 
second floor with his family, that the fire 
yesterday did not get any great headway. 
| He was awakened at daybreak by a muf- 
| fled report like that of an explosion. He 
discovered that the second floor, hall near 
the stairway was ablaze. A big bottle of 
| gasoline had exploded, 
| fluid had scattered over the wainscoting, 
on the wall, and also the floor and ban- 
isters of the stairs. 

When the firemen of Engine Company 

130 entered the building with a chemical 
| extinguisher they found a quart can of 
| gasoline which had escaped the flame. 
The fire was soon extinguished. The po- 
lice of the Clymer Street station notified 
Fire Marshal Beers. 

The fire two wecks before was started 
with four bottles of kerosene oil. These 
had also been put on the second floor. 
Like yesterday’s.blaze, a bottle of the 
oil exploded and awakened the Costello 
family. 


FIREMEN HAVE A CLOSE CALL. 


Four of Them Found Unconscious 
from Smoke and Rescued. 


Four firemen were overcome by smoke 
last night in a fire wihch started in the 
basement of 309 Grand street, Williams- 
burg. The ground floor is used as a store 
by Charles Be@&bohm. Flat dwellers oc- 
cupy the three other floors. 

Battalion Chief Graham sent into the 
cellar Firemen Patrick Sullivan, James 
Connors, Hen Olderbrook and James 
Boylan of Ealfne Company 121. They 
dragged a lint of hose with them, and 
failure to give any signal to the men 
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working above after they entered the 
cellar made thfe Chief send the whole of 
Engine Company 111 to their rescue. 

The four men were found beside the hose 
unconscious from inhaling smoke. They 
were rescued with difficulty, so dense was 
' the smoke, and were taken to the Eastern 
| District and Williamsburg Hospitals, 
| where they were revived. 

The fire was confined to the basement, 
the loss being estimated at $3,000. 


Fire Truck Strikes Elevated Pillar. 
Fire truck No. 2, stationed at Fiftieth 
Street and Lexington Avenue, was re- 
turning on Third Avenue from a false 
alarm yesterday afternoon when near 
Fifty-fifth Street it ran over a plate of 
the third rail of the underground trolley

Adam Exton, for fifty years one of the 
most extensive cracker bakers in the 
country. He was born June 24, 1882; en- 
tered West Point, June 19, 1900; was 
graduated June 13, 1905, and resigned in 
September, 1906. During most of his 
service in the army_he was attached to 
the Thirteenth Cavalry, 

A few days ago he went to Washington 
seeking reinstatement in the army. His 
father says.he can give no reason for the 
suicide, and that he had not received 
word from his son that his mission in 
Washington had been unsuccessful. 


GIRL WIFE ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


Her Fondness for Dancing Causes Sep- 
aration and She Takes Poison. 


Mrs. Maud Conover, 18 years old, wife 
of George Conover, 21 years old, attempted 
suicide yesterday by swallowing a quan- 
tity of fodine after a quarrel with her hugs 
band at her brother’s home, 336 East 
Twenty-ninth Street, over her fondness 
for dancing. She fell unconscious in her 
husband's arms after taking the poison 
and was later removed to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, where it is said she will recover, 

They met at a ball a year ago, and the 
husband says it was love at first sight, 
They were married soon afterward and 
went to live in Brooklyn, near her moth- 
er’'s home, at 28 Schaeffer Street. 

Mrs. Conover was fond of dancing, the 
husband says, and he objected to it. He 
says she would often leave the house on 
Saturday night and stay away until 2 
o’clock in the morning, despite his re- 
monstrances. Finally they quarreled, he 
Says, and separated because she would 
not give up dancing. She returned to her 
mother’s home and he went to live with 
his brother at the East Twenty-ninth 
Street address. 

Yesterday afternoon the young wife 
went to her husband and pleaded with him 
to live with her again. 

‘“‘T asked her if she would give up danc- 
ing if I returned with her, and she re- 
fused,’’ Conover told the police. 

‘** You know that I still love you,’ she 
told me, ‘ but dancing is the only pleasure 
I have.’ 

“TI told her that unless she prepees 
dancing I would never live with her 
again. Then she pulled a bottle of iodine 
out of the bosom of her dress and drank 
about half of? it before I could stop her.” 


KILLED HIMSELF IN A HOTEL. 


Rudolph Witte Ended Life Because He 
Could Not See His Child. 


Because he was not allowed to see his 
little daughter, Ellen, who lived with his 
divorced wife in East New York, Rudolph 
Witte, a bookkeeper, who boarded at 26 
East 106th Street, Manhattan, committed 
suicide last night by shooting himself in 
the lavatory of a hotel kept by Herman 
Tietyen, at Ridgewood Avenue and Cres- 
cent Street, East New York. 

Witte was divorced by his wife five 
years ago, and she obtained the custody 
of the daughter. She allowed him to 
call and see the child every week. A 
sag ago Mrs. Witte married again, and 

er new husband objected to her former 
husband calling at the house, so he was 
forbidden to call again. 


Suicide Because of Rheumatism. 
NEWARK, N. J., May 10.—Frank A. 
Groeves, 48 years old, of 86 Palm Street, 
Vailsburg, committed suicide late last 
night by swallowing carbolic acid at his 


home. Groeves had been a sufferer from 
chronic rheumatism for a long time and 
was despondent. .

Chicago Man Seeks News of Brother 
Who May Have Been One of 
the Widow’s Victims.

LAPORTE, Ind., May 10.—The Gunness{ Apple and his son-in-law, 


farm to-day rang with the laughter of 
children, the jargon of postcard sellers, 
and ‘‘streetmen,” and the loud disputa- 
tions of souvenir hunters. At least 15,- 
000 people poured into Laporte on special 
excursion trains, interurban cars, autos, 
and all sorts of vehicles, to attend an 
organized exploitation of the farm. 

Sheriff Smutzer and Deputies Leory 
Marr and William Ansliss stood guard all 
day to prevent the debris in the cellar 
of the house from being carried off by 
the bagful. Digging for more bodies was 
out of the question. 

As it was, women clawed at the little 
red carriage house which has become the 

j}repository of the dismembered bodies. 
They stuck their fingers in the cracks 
and wrenched in an attempt to pry them 
apart far enough to see inside. Men 
boosted each other to the window in the 
end of the structure and gazed until 
others behind them pushed them from 
their places to make room for. other 
gazers. Several times during the day the 
doors were opened and the spectators filed 
in line past the door, through which could 
be seen the bodies. 

Women in smartly tailored gowns came 
all the way from Chicago with their hus- 
bands in autos, and old men and women 
hobbled in from their homes on crutches. 

Back and forth through the crowd 
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walked “ Uncle Ben,” a simple old negro) 


from the country armed with a forked 
willow “ divining rod” with which he 
assumed to detect hidden graves of 
murder victims. 

“Thirty-seven in all," he announced 
solemnly to the superstitious. 

The postal card men drowned out most 
of the noise with stentorian shouts of 
“‘Here’s where you get your picture pos- 
tal cards of the Gunness family, ten 
cents each, or three for a quarter; better 
take a half dollar’s worth and make a 
good selection.” 

Several visitors were seeking informa- 
tion concerning missing friends or rela- 
tives, and some further information re- 
garding the positive identity of the vic- 
tims of the farm resulted from their in- 
quiries. 

The most definite information came 
from Olaf Lindberg of Chicago. He said 
that his brother Thomas worked for Mrs. 
Gunness three years ago, and that the last 
letter from Thomas said that he intended 
to marry, Mrs, ;Gunness. Olaf wrote to 
Mrs. Gunness later, and she replied that 
Thomas had gone to St. Louis, and that 
she had had no word from him. Olaf 
Lindberg had not heard of Thomas since. 
He viewed the unidentified corpses, but 
was unable to find any likeness to his 
brother. 

Another report of a man missing came 
from Richland Centre, Wis., but did not 
contain the name of the man. A letter in 
reference to the matter was from William 
Fries of the Wisconsin town. A letter 
from J. T. Queealy, Blair Trempelau 
County, Wis., in answer to a matrimonial 
advertisement, has also been received here. 

Sheriff Smutzer has been informed that 
about three years ago Mrs. Gunness, for 
no apparent reason, had her barn moved 
about six feet back. It is suspected that 
bodies were buried beneath it, and that 
the work was done to hide the graves. 
This is one of the theories of the many to 
be investigated. 

Sheriff Smutzer will continue his inves- 
tigations at the Gunness farm to-morrow. 
The first object of search will be the 
{heaps of ashes and other refuse in the 
cellar of the ruined house. The ashes 
and cinders will be carefully sifted and 
then sluiced by a miner in an effort to 
discover the gold fillings which are said 
to have been in Mrs. Gunness’s teeth 

The report to the Coroner of the physi- 


cians who made the autopsies on the 
bodies found in the cellar is not expected 
for a day or two. All four examining 
hysictans, Dr. H. H. Long, Dr. J. H. 
Villiam Meyer, Dr. J. T. Gray, and Dr. 
F. T. Wilcox, said to-day that they are 
ready to return their findings to the Cor- 
oner, Dr. C. S. Mack. That official, how- 
ever, has not yet indicated to them 
whether he desires a joint report on all 
four of the bodies or individual reports 
on each. He stated to-day that he hesi- 
tates to close up the inquest regarding 
t bodies, because he feels that addi- 
tioM&l evidence regarding them may yet 
be discovered. 

An anonymous letter, dated Chicago 
and received to-day by Mayor Darrow, 
said that the mystery of the farm would 
be solved by the examination of the 
waters of a pond just east of the farm- 
house. There, the writer said, would be 
discovered the corpse of Mrs. Gunness 
and also the head of the body found in 
the basement of the burned house. The 
letter concluded: 

“Other valuable information w be 
forwarded as soon as the body is fond,” 

Mayor Lemuel Darrow, law partner of 
H. M. Worden, who is defending Ray 
Lamphere, to-day said that the defense 
would investigate the Pine Lake Ceme- 
tery, an old burial ground about a mile 
from the Gunness farm. It is the theary 
of the defense that Mrs. Gunness killed 
her children, placed the body of a large 
woman near them, set fire to the house 
to cover up her crime,'and then fled. If 
it is discovered that any of the graves 
in Park Lake Cemetery have been dis- 
turbed recently, Mayor Darrow thinks that 
this theory will be more or less substan- 
tiated. 


THINKS MRS. GUNNESS DEAD.

NEW RATES RETROACTIVE! m 


Many Poor Men Would Be Driven Out 


and They Angrily Protest 
Against the Plan. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ST. JOHN, N. B., May 10.—Old members 
jot the Independent Order of Foresters, 
| the most important fraternal and benevo- 
‘lent organization in the Dominion, with 
|a membership of nearly 285,000 in Canada 
|} and the United States, are making 4 
strong protest against the proposal to in- 
; crease the assessments of the 110,000 
members who joined prior to 1899. The 
plan, which is to be acted upon next 
month, is not merely to increase the as- 
sessments from now on, but is retroactive. 
If carried out, these old members will be 
| sequited to pay the difference between 
| their present assessments and the assess- 
| ment rates which it is proposed to estab- 
| lish from the date of their identification 
| with the organization, if they wish to 
|4eep up the insurance they bargained 

for in the beginning. 

This plan is put forward despite the 
fact that on Jan, 1, 1908, the Treasurer’s 
statement shows that there was a surplus 
of $11,967,479. In every town of any size 
in the Dominion and the United States 
there is a branch of the organization, 
which is called a “court,” and thousands 
of middle-aged and elderly men ere angri- 

j ly protesting. 

The organization, which fs nearly thirty 
years old, is essentially a “‘ poor mants” 
insurance company. The rates are low 
and the late Dr. Oronhyatekha, the head 
and moving spirit of the organization for 

|@ quarter of a century, always impressed 
| upon the public the advantages to the 
|poor man, Thousands of those who have 
; been paying assessments for from ten to 
twenty-five years are too poor to pay the 
back assessments with the 4 per cent. in- 
| terest which it is proposed to require, or, 
in fact, to pay the increased assessments 
from now on. Moreover, they are too old 
to ask for insurance in other companies. 

A prominent ex-official of the Foresters, 
who has been active in the affairs of the 
organization for more than twenty years, 
said yesterday: 

“The Supreme Executive propose a 
hardship on all the members who joined 
before 1899. They say our money is all 
spent. We have paid out over $23,000,000 
in benefits, and they have over $12,000,000 
surplus. Thousands of the members will 
have to drop out. If we paid back assess- 
ments now, as they ask us to do, it would 
not be long before they raised the assess- 
ment again. 

“When I was induced to become a 
member of the order the canvasser dwelt 
on the rates of assessment, saying that 
they would always be kept the same. 
Consequently that was my canvass when 
I did all I could to advance the interests 
of the order. If I had even dreamed that 
they would contemplate such ~drastio 
changes in our assessments I should never 
have joined or worked for the order. 

“The organization proposes to lend us 
money at compound interest to pay up, 
but it seems to me it would not be long 
before the interest would eat up the 
whole thing and leave us in debt to the 
order. The High Court of New Bruns- 
wick meets in this city on May 18. Many 
of the old members believe that the dele- 
gates to the High Court should be in- 
structed to oppose the change and vote to 
turn out the present Supreme Court offi- 
cers and appoint new ones.” 

Elliott G. Stevenson, Supreme Chief 
Ranger, the executive head of the order, 
in a recent issue of The Forester, the of- 
ficial organ, declares that the readjust- 
ment is necessary. In his article Mr. Ste- 
venson says three plans have been submit- 
ted. They are: 

A-—The old members—to now contribute 
the difference between rate they have paid 
and what they would have paid at age of 
entry under present rates, with interest 
added at 4 per cent. compounded, and pay 
the present rate for age of entry for the 
future. If any member is not in a position 
to pay this difference, borrow it from the 
society paying interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent. and have the amount deducted when 
policy becomes a claim—if not’ sooner paid. 

B—Have a new rating to be fixed by 
combining the rate at age of entry for such 
amount of insurance as what he has paid 
for would pay on present rate—with rate at 
attained age for difference between such 
amount and the amount of policy. 

C—Accept in lieu of policy now held a 
policy for such amount as the rate paid 


would pay on basis of the present rates and 
continue to pay the rate he has been paying.

THE ARCHBISHOP’S THANKS 


Letter Sent to All the Churches Ex- 
pressing Gratitude to Those Who 
Helped Make Anniversary a Success. 


Cardinal Logue preached yesterday 
morning in St. Patrick’s Cathedral at the 
solemn high mass at 11:30 o’clock. The 
celebrant of the mass was the Rev. W. 
B. Martin, with the Rev. R. O. Hughes 
as deacon and the Rev. B. T. McQuade 
as sub-deacon. The master of ceremonies 
was the Rev. John J, Byrne and the as- 
sistant master of ceremonies the Rev. 
John Laffen. The Cardinal took as his 
text the passage from the sixty-seventh 
psalm, ‘“* God Is Wonderful in His Saints,"’ 
and preached particularly about St. Jo- 
seph, whose feast day it was. 

“ The life of the Saint,” Cardinal Logue 
said, *‘ illustrated especially the great vir- 
tues of humility, obedience, and charity. 


Joseph was humble. He never complained 
of his lot in life. He toiled as a carpenter, 
and in all the Scriptures there is no men- 
tion of his speaking at all. He must have 
spoken to people about him, but his humil- 
ity, never thrysting himself forward, but 
going slong in a plain, humble manner, 
showed him possessed of this great virtue. 

** Joseph was charitable, and he was obe- 
djent, also,”’ said the Cardinal, and then he 
paused to note that disobedience {s one of 
the greatest faults of the age; “ disobedi- 
ence to those spiritually over us, disobe- 
dience to those legally over us will result 
in disaster, both spiritual and temporal.” 

Cardinal Logue will leave New York on 
the Empire State express to-morrow 
morning, and will make the first stop in 
his American tour at Rochester, where he 
wil] spend Wednesday. From that city he 
will go to Buffalo, spending Thursday 
there. On Frid he will visit Niagara 
—_ and from there he will go to Mont- 
real. 

The Cardinal is enjoying his American 
trip so much that his plan of a week ago 
to return to Ireland after a visit to Wash- 
ington and President Roosevelt has been 
changed. He now expects to extend his 
trip to Chicago ang other Western cities, 
although he has not made any definite 
plans as yet.

SAYS CHURCH NEEDS MONEY

Clergyman Appeals for More Generous 
Support for It—Rockefeller 
In the Audience. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked, preach- 
ing in the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church 
yesterday morning, deplored the decline 
of church attendance, and declared that 
the Church is not in touch with the times, 
This, he said, was worldwide. His ap- 
peal for more support of every kind, 
financial included, was heard by John D. 
Rockefeller, Mrs. Rvuoxefeller, and John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

Dr. Aked’s subject was “The Alleged 

Decay of Christianity in New York City,” 
and he took for his text Matthew xvL, 3, 
“Can ye not discern the signs of the 
times?” In part he said: 
“When I first came to this great City 
of w York, the centre of empire, its 
broad avenues thronged with eager, 
strenuous crowds, pulsating with energy 
and hope, I saw the buoyancy of the 
American people. I learned their char- 
acter of hope and endeavor and electric 
activity. 

“Now I want to learn the signs of the 
times. If you will show them to me I 
shall know them. It is for me to ob- 
serve, as it is for you to indicate. What 
is the condition of Christianity In New 
York? When I Interview my parishion- 
ers, and they are among the most repre- 
sentative in the city, I find the spirit of 
religious depression very unlike the spirit 
of abounding enterprise in business, in 
manufacturing, in engineering, and con- 
struction. 

“We have heard of the great advance 
made by the Roman Church {fn America. 
I stand on the broadest grounds of tolera- 
tion, but I should not be content if what 
we have lost had gone to the Roman 
Church. But has it? Give the Roman 
Catholics in America all they claim— 
twelve millions. We still find that there 
have immigrated into America no less 
than 15,000,000 Roman Catholics. So that 
the Roman Church has lost instead of 
gaining from us. 

Where the Church Loses. 


“Take our own denomination. The in- 
crease in the Baptists of America has 
only been equal] to one-fourth of the birth 
rate among us, proving that three out of 
four of our young people fell away from 


us. 

“Let us look at this great City of New 
York. Fifty years ago there were over 
400 churches. Now there are 1,200. But 
the population has increased much faster. 
If the churches had increased in propor- 
tion we should now have 2,000 instead of 
1,200. Fifty years ago there was one 
church in New York for each 2,200. Now 
there is but one church for 3,100. 

“The decline of Christianity is universal. 


'In England, in France, in Spain, in Italy, 


and in Germany_we hear the same cry. 

“Only lately I was talking to an Eng- 
lish clergyman. He told me that not 
merely was there a great ye off in 
churchgoers in England, but. that the 
class of people who frequented churches 
were becoming inferior. 

“What a great field is here in Fifth 
Avenue for us, in the centre of empire! 
Yet there are one million in this city who 
are not Jews, nor Roman Catholics, nor 
Mohammedans, and who must be Protes- 


ts. 
ee But this million 1s entirely unchurched, 
It is not classed in any of those Protes- 
tant denominations to which it should be- 
long. What use is a church without a 
congregation ? 

' The spirit of the age has gone ahead, 
but we have made no progregs in the old 
formulas, the old theology, the old sanc- 
tion. We are afraid to speak of religion, 
When we do so we speak with bated 
breath, apologetically. 

An Age of Ambition, 

“This is an age of great schemes, of 
great ambition. But what have we to do 
for Christ? What have we done? We are 
content to go on the same old way, un- 
suited to the times. We want to appeal 


tol the young men. We want to appeal 
to a higher class and in a higher way. 
We want preachers of the highest type— 
spiritual and prophetic. I am not speak- 
ing of myself, but though there may be 
exceptions—there may be foolish men, 


!even bad ones, for a time in the pulpit— 


spiritually you can rise no higher than 
the level of the pulpit. 

‘“‘We want more teachers, more schools 
more churehes and larger ones, to hol 
the 40,000 Baptists of this city. We re- 
quire a larger building here for our con- 
gregation—there is not elbow room for all 
wno come here. 

“But when we make an appeal we are 
met by a spirit of commercialism, of 
moneymaking. We have not yet learned

“IT would rather see the people spend 
their money in building up great schools 
colleges and universities, churches and 
cathedrals, than see them spend it in un- 
duly expanding armies and navies. 

‘*T have faith to believe that Christian 
civilization is ot bee securely the foun- 
dations of domestic and international 
tranquillity and that an appeal to the 
reason among men will more and more 
render less necessary an appeal to the 
sword. We must not introduce into our 
American civilization the pomp and pa- 
geantry of European military and naval 
establishments."’

of New York City have inaugurated a 
movement to raise $70,000 to build there 
@ sort of combined Chinese club and Bap- 
tist Temple. 

In the one house every effort will be 
made to get the Chinamen, particularly 
the young men and women, interested in 
@ revival of Confucianism as a religion 
and a source of cultivation; in the other 
all the forces of the modern church will 
be brought to bear to win over and to 
hold the Chinese population to Protestant- 
ism. 

Both the Confucian and Baptist Tem- 
ples are as yet only hopes, dreams, which 
may or may not be realized. Both sides 
are working hard. Last week Minister 
Wu, the Chinese Ambassador at. Washing- 
ton, came to New York to speak in favor 
of the Confucian project. This morning 
at 11 o’clock some 150 Baptist ministers 
will meet in the mission house at 17 Doyers 
Street to lay out a campaign for the rais- 
ing of the ‘$70,000, which the Baptists 
think will be enough for their temple. 

Dr. R. S. MacArthur of the Calvary 
Baptist Church said yesterday that the 
Baptists had not taken pattern from the 
Chinese Confucianists down in Chinatown. 
“ We thought of our building long before 
this work for the Confucian Temple was 
thought of,”’ he said. 

“For a number of years good work has 
been done in Chinatown by Fung Y, Mow, 
Superintendent of the Morning Star Mis- 
sion at 17 Doyers Street. He has found 
that the quarterg there and his general 
working machinery are entirely inade- 
quate, 

“For example, the present mission is on 
the third floor of a building. It is so 
situated that it was not thought advisable 
to have any women teachers there, and 
we have contented ourselves with men 
teachers. Besides, the place is too small, 
too inconspicuous. 

“Tt has been suggested that a plot of 
ground be bought on Mott Street, and 
upon that a modern five or six story 
building be erected. Upon the ground 
floor there might be a kindergarten, Sun- 
day school room, and night school room, 
The first floor would most likely be given 
up to the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion. The three floors above, it is hoped, 
could be rented to young Chinamen, Once 
the building is erected it could be made 
self-supporting, we believe. 

“It has been planned to have a roof 
garden for the exclusive recreation of 
Chinese women and children. There are 
eighty married Chinese women and over 
1,000 children in Chinatown now. 

“We have every reason to hope for the 
success of the movement.” 

It is believed that 150 Baptists from 
New York City and within a radius of 
twenty miles of it will attend’the confer- 
ence this morning at 11 o’clock. Among 
those who are expected are the Rev, Dr. 
Aked of the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church, 
Dr. MacArthur of the Calvary Baptist 
Church, and the Rev. Dr. Hughes, father 
of the Governor, 

The proposed Confucian temple, in its 
plans, is laid out a good deal like the 
prospective Baptist Temple. It is also 
to have lecture rooms, a gymnasium, an 
auditorium, and the means of entertain- 
ing Chinese men and women and children. 
Both temples are to be laid out some- 
what on the order of the modern Y. M. 
Cc. A. homes. 

The Confucian supporters, however, 
have a little the start of the Baptists, 
although it may be true that the Bap- 
tists thought of the plan first. The 
Baptists have no money pledged yet; to- 
day’s conference !s to see about getting | 
some pledges. The Confucianists have | 
obtained almost enough pledges from boo 
merchants of Chinatown to cover the 
cost of their temple, and no Chinese mer- | 
chant ever goes back on his word.

As Justice INGRAHAM, with 
the assent of all his associates, points out, 
however, this imposes on the police the 
delicate task of deciding the exact mean- 
ing of these vague phrases, and, more 
than that, not. only threatens them with 
punishment for contempt of court if their 
decision turn out to have been wrong, but 
it prohibits them from entering any place 
where they only suspect that the Sunday 
amusement law is being violated. This, 
in effect, inhibited any police action at 
all except after; as judges,.they had oon- 
victed the offender—and made the con- 
viction impossible, 

‘In other words,” as the opinion dis- 
solving these strange injunctions put it, 
“the enforcement of the criminal law is 
suspended by an order of a court of 
equity during a considerable portion of 
each Sunday.’’ The conclusion is well 
worth printing again: 


If equity has jurisdiction to entertain such 
applications and determine whether a party 
fe innocent or gulity of.@ crime, there 
would be no necessity for. the existence of 
criminal courts. The question of what was 
or was not criminal could be determined in 
equity, and {f an alleged criminal is entitled 
to the interposition of the court to protect 
him from an arrest, I can see no reason 
why the policé would not also be entitled 
to its process to enjoin a person charged 
with a crime from interposing any objection 
to his punishment. It is perfectly clear 
that the whole question is one over which 
a court of equity has no jurisdiction.

| ARGENTINA SENDS US OATS. 


Cargo Brought in Last Week Profitable 
Despite Duty. 


The arrival of a cargo of oats from 
Argentina last week is said to be the 
first importation of a cerea: into this 
country, except in the case of some spe- 
clal varieties of grain which are brought 
in as delicacies, 

While, of course, grain authorities do 
not look upon this incident as of any 
special significance in relation to the po- 
sition of the United States as a surplus 
grain country, it is expected that ship- 
ments of this character will become more 
and more frequent in the future. The 
oats which were brought in last week 
were for the use of a breakfast food 
manufactory which has a@ large trade 
abroad, and the firm undoubtedly calcu- 
lated in its profits the possibility of get- 
ting a rebate on the duty of 15 cents 
per bushel, which is the tariff on oats. 
Even without a rebate, however, it was 
said by the commission house which made 
the shipment that at 58 cents a bushel 
in Chicage there was a profit in bring- 


republic. 

Argentine corn, or maize as it Is called 
in the European trade, is rapidly taking 
the same high competitive place with our 
cereals as Argentine wheat. Maize has 
been profitably carried from Argentina to 
wuba, and trade authorities expect that 
importatiovis will be made to this country 
in the next year there is a short crop. 

The remarkable growth of the Argentine 
grain area still continues, and has a larg- 
er possible extension still ahead of it than 
any other section of the grain beitof either 
continent.

Stock Exchfinge rules, of course, not 
only do not tolerate any liberties with 
the property of customers, but even pro- 
vide that goods bought shall be deliv- 
ered promptly. One of the difficulties 
which confronted customers of tha failed 
house whose senior partner Is said to 
have defended the things that were done 
in his office on the ground of “ custom,” 
was to get stocks which they had paid 
for, or which had been sent in for trans- 
fer, The true condition of the firm 
might have been learned earlier than it 
was if these customers had reported 
the circumstances to the Stock Exchange, 
In that event the brokers would have 
summarily been investigated by the Stock 
Exchange authorities and been given a 
day in which to make deliveries. 

While legal authorities agree that Stock 
xchange houses have a perfect right to 
include in their loans securities which 
have been put up by customers as col- 
lateral, there has been a recent de- 
cisiori to the effect that a client of a 
brokerage house is entitled to his col- 
lateral immediately upon tendering his 
balance, One of the questions which 
lawyers for customers of the houses which 
failed recently will have to thresh out is 
whether their clicnts are entitled to get 
back their collateral from the recetvers 
upon the payment of the amonnts loaned. 

In the cases where loans have been made 
on securities owned outright by the clients 
of the failed houses legal authorities con- 
tend that the real owners must be the 
losers where the loans have been closed 
out. A registered bond {fs held in law in 
the same ght as money, and fs negotiable 
without recovery. Securities which are 
negotiable, however, cease to be recover- 
able in the eyes of the law from inno- 
cent purchasers when there has been no 
larceny in thelr going out of the hands 
of thelr owners. In the case of Charles 
Coster, who disposed of securities belong- 
ing to his clients, it is held that the loss 
must fall on the owners of the stocks and 
bonds disposed of, since it is a principle 
of law that when the loss Invoived in a 
theft must fall on one of two innocent 
parties it is the one who made the theft 
possible who must suffer. The owners of 
the lost securities were the agents by 
which the theft was made possible, it is 
contended having placed their securities 
in the broker’s hands, thereby running the 
risk of his dishonesty.

Paul M, Warburg, of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., has prepared, apropos of current 
events, an outline of legislation suitable 
for enacting the principles of banking 


which attracted so much attention when 
originally published in THm New YORK 
TIMES'’s ANNUAL FINANCIAL REvinw. The 
bill itself is too long and technical for gen- 
| eral reading, but the outline of principles 
| acoompanying it is suited for\the consid- 
leration of all who follow the subject at 
jall, and is abstracted here almost in the 
| author’s own words, with a reference to 
|the pamphlet for fuller details by those 
‘who wish them. 

. Mr, Warburg does not profess that his 
| pill is a perfect legal document, nor that 
it could not be modified in detaila, al- 
| though the entire current of events has 
| been in the direction of his recommenda- 
a since their original publication as 
the epitome of the banking experience of 
many nations and generations. The en- 
tire purport of his present publication is 
to show what a,comparatively small step 
further it would be necessary to go before 
enjoying that central bank organization 
which all students of the situation have 
placed first in their éstimation, although 
they may have gone on to recommend 
something else as most practical, although 
second best. 

Mr. Warburg observes that it is of 
minor importance for this preliminary 
draft whether the country shall be di- 
vided into twenty or thirty “bank asso- 
ciation districts,” or whether there shall 
be twenty or forty members of the Board 
of Managers. ‘These eminently practical 
and political questions will have to be 
carefully worked out upon full considera- 
tion of all sides of the question. This 
draft of a bill merely purports to show 
the lines that such an act, according to 
Mr. Warbure’s ideas, would have to fol- 
low. 

There are, however, certain facts and 
fundamental principles, he says, which 
must be clearly recognized and rigidly

observed in hs dsalinns with this question. 
They are as follows: 


A Pian of Gradual Growth, 


First—The United States must finaliy de- 
velop some kind of a central bank system, 
giving the country an elastic currency 
based on modern commercial bills payable 
in gold: a system similar in principle, if 
not exactly alike in form, to those of the 
important European Central Banka. 

Second—While this must be the final aim, 
our political, legal, and economic conditions 
preclude the possibility of creating at 
present an institution with powers and ef- 
ficiency equal to those of the HBuropean 
Government banks. 

Third—We shall, therefore, have to be 
satisfied to advance slowly, fully realizing 
that what we create now can only be an 
initial step. But it must be a step in the 
right direction, a measure which has clearly 
in view the final aim and which does not 
neglect any of the fundamental principles 
on which modern central bank systems 
have been erected in other countries, and 
which have already stood the test of storm 
and stress. 

Fourth—From this point of 
measure can be acceptable: 
A~Which bases currency on long 
obligations Hke the Aldrich bill. 
(Short obligations not exceeding three 
months and payable {In gold furm the only 
@ound basis for an elastic currency. Only 
by having daily maturing paper and by 
collecting or renewing it according to the 
requirements of the moment, can the Cen- 
tral Bank contro] the situation and meet 
its own gold obligations.) 

© measure can be acceptable which 
would tend still further to decentralize the 
power of issuing notes, and which would 
vest this power in banks doing a — 
commercial business, The issuing of notes 
must be centralized into a few organs, or, 
if feasible, into one organ—a plan which 
will insure effective expansion and con- 
traction of currency and concentration of 
reserves. Such a_i  ~note-issuing bank, in 
order to be safe beyond question and in 
order to provide safeguards against any 
abuse of its vast power through favoritism 
or speculation, must be carefully restricted 
in its scope of business. A note-issuing 
bank In this country should be exclusively 
@ bank of the banks. 
’ C-No meaaure would be acceptable which 
vests the powers of a central bank in po- 
litical officers alone, as is the case under 
our present syetem. That power, clearly 
defined, ought to be vested in political 
officers and business ‘men combined, in a 
way that would render impossible any po- 
litical or financia) abuse, 


Inflation Guarded Against, 


D—No measure would be acceptable which 
would allow the Government or the banks 
to issue additional notes without ¢reating 
at the same time a special gold reserve, 
composed paely of gold and partly of short 
term gol bligations. Witheut such a 
provision we should create Inflation and 

cause @ dangerous weakening of our present 
standard. 

BEA bank rediscounting with a central 
bank receives a loan for a given period, 
and upon this advance it may safely base 
its own commitments for the accommoda- 
tions of Its customers. The issuing of notes 
against its assets by a National bank means 
the creation of additional depositors who 
may withdraw their money any day like 
any other depositor. It is unsafe for a 
bank to accommodate its customers on re- 
sources which may be withdrawn at any 
time, This is @ most important and funda- 
mental point. 


Mr. Warburg goes on to say: 

While carefully observing all the prin- 
elples outlined In the foregoing, the bill, 
which !s herewith submitted, would, if 
enacted into law, not interfere at all 
with existing business habits or tnstitu- 
tions. For the time being, its effect 
would be nothing but the establishment 
of a central issue department with au- 
thority to emit additional notes against 
certificates of guaranty (twin brothers 
to the Clearing House certificates) and

But this central issue department, or 
central bank, as I boldly call it, is en- 
dowed with all those inherent qualities, 
in a very embryonic form, which through 
gradual evolution may make: it in years 
to come, if and as the people decide that 
they want it, a modern and effective 
central bank. 

Nobody denies the fact that our finan- 
cial machinery is old-fashioned and en- 
tirely insufficient. But—to use a meta- 
phor—while our tracks have the wrong 
gauge, while our rails are too Nght and 
our machines too old, and while our 
lines are disconnected and lack centrali- 
zation, we could not tear up the whole 
system at once, nor could we stop in- 
creasing our facilities necessary to meet 
the immediate needs of the country. A 
wise manager, however, will conceive a 
clear plan of the final shape that his rail- 
road must take, and he will plan. every 
detail of new construction so that it will 
be a useful part of the future system, 
and so that IT WILL LBAD TOWARD 
THD FINAL GOAL INSTEAD OF 
LEADING FURTHER AWAY FROM 
IT. 

Mr. Warburg asks those on whom the 
words Central Bank still act as a red 
rag on a bull to study this bill carefully 
and without prejudice—if they can—and 
declares that they will find not only that 
this central issue department is surround- 
ed by 80 Many safeguards ag to make it 
more conservative than our present sys- 
tem, but that even Andrew Jackson, were 
he alive, would not be likely to oppose it. 

Explanation of the Bill. 

The bill is divided into two sections: 

Section “A” deals with the organiza- 
tion of the Central Bank; Section “B” 
prevides for the creation of twenty dis- 
trict associations with power to issue 
“certificates of guaranty” to its mem- 
bers against collateral, specifically de- 
fined by the bill. “The “ certificates,’ 
which shall be the joint obligation of all 
the banks comprising such district as- 
sociation, may be used as security for 
advances to be taken from the Central 
Bank by @ member of the district asso- 
ciation. 

The bank district associations are or- 
ganized on lines similar to those of Mr. 
Fowler’s redemption districts, with this 
difference, however, that the Fowler bill 
makes it obligatory for every National 
bank to join a redemption district asso- 
clation, and to participate in a general 
broad guaranty, without collateral, of 
notes and deposits of other banks; while 
the bill, as here proposed, not only makes 
it a voluntary act for each bank (State or 
National) to join the assoeiution, but pro- 
vides that the guaranty shall be limited to 
individul transactions, each of which wil 
be secured by collateral security carefully 
scrutinized in every case. 

This would seem to be a more conserva- 
tive and a more businesslike proposition. 

A commission of one-quarter of 1 per 
cent. per month upon the face value of 
the “certificate of guaranty” is to be 


tifloate to the association issuing ae cer 
tificate. 

The powers of the Central Bank are 
pratically limited to two kinds of trans- 
actions; it may deposit money or make 
advances against certificates of guaranty, 
at rates to be published from time to 
time; and it may buy certain short and 
long bills on England, France, and Ger- 
many. No bill purchased by the Cen- 
tral Bank and no advance or deposit 
made by the Central Bank may exceed 
a period of three months, 


Purchase of Foreign Bills. 


The power to purchase these foreign 
bills is necessary, Mr. Warburg says, to 
insure contraction of circulation in times 
of ease, when the notes can be withdrawn 
from circulation and the funds of the 
bank can be invented primarily in foreign 
bills, easily to be rediscounted, and turned 
Into a gold reserve, to be released and 
used whenever circumstances call for it. 

This is the method adopted by European 
Government banks, and any currency leg- 
islation which neglects to provide for spe- 
cial funds to be exclusively reserved for 
investment and handling in a similar 
way is unscientific and at the same time 
dangerous. 

It is provided that the stock of the 
Central Bank shall be owned by the 
United States for the next ten years. In 
the eventuality that Congress should 
deem it advisable, after that period, to 
have the stock owned by the people, it is 
provided that the stockholders shall re- 
ceive the first 4 per cent., and that of 
any surplus beyond this sum three-quar- 
ters shall go to the Government, in con- 
sideration of its guaranteeing the notes 
of the bank, and one-quarter to the stock- 
holders. This provision is suggested to 
meet the criticism of those opposed to a 
Central Bank, for fear that any group of 
capitalists might buy control of such a 
bank and use it for its own purposes. 

The restrictions placed upon the bank 
as to the transactions upon which {it may 
enter render impossible any abuse of 
power by engaging in any illegitimate 
kind of busfness, and the limitation of 
the income frem the stock eliminates ie | 
inducement to buy the stock for 8 cula- | 
tive purposes. The stock would come 
widely scattered all over the country as 
a Government investment, (as in Ger- 
many, where a similar method has been 
adopted.) It is proposed to create an ad- 
ditional safeguard by the regulations af- 
fecting the election of the board and of 
the management of the bank. The Bec- 
retary of the Treasury, the Controller of 
the Currency, the Treasurer of the 
United States, six members of Congress, 

and the twenty Chairmen of the district 
Associations would be members ex officio. 
The stockholders (for the time being, the 
Government) a : pou twelve addi- 
tional members board would ap- 
eo a salaried Pe. of the Central 


Mr. Warburg concludes as follows: 

In this manncr the danger of political 
domination as well as the danger of con- 
trol. by business men, @ingly or com- 
bined, is completely eliminated. Even 
the most vivid imagination, it is believed, 
will fail to find any menace in the modi- 
fied form of a Central Bank, as here

Increase of $14,000,000 in Re- 
serves, with Small Cash Gain, 
Shows Such Investment. 


MANY ARE SOLD, ABROAD 


Short Term Notes Find More Favor 
Than Bonds with Institutions 
Here and In Paris. 


An interesting feature of the sale Jast 
‘week by Controller Metz of $38,000,000 of 
eix month 6 per cent. revenue bonds is 
the fact that one large block of the bonds 
was taken by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
for the temporary investment of part of 
the proceeds of the $40,000,000 bonds sold 
to Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the Rothschilds 
and Baring Brothers & Co. in London, 
and that another large block was pur- 
chased as an investment by one of the 
large trust companies of this city. The 
etatement of the combined trust com- 
panies and State banks published last 
Saturday showed an Increase of about 
$14,000,000 in the reserve of these institu- 
tions outside of the Clearing House, al- 
though only a relatively small increase in 
cash was shown. It is believed that thé 
bulk of the increase in this reserve repre- 
gents these purchases of city revenue 
bonds by the trust companies, these bonds 
being among those which the trust com- 
panies are allowed to count as part of 
their reserve. 

The $38,000,000 of revenue bonds sold by 
the city last week is probably the largest 
amount of such bonds ever sold by the

Morgan & Co., the First National Bank, 
and the National City Bank. This syn- 
dicate took all told $65,000,000 of 6 per 
cent. revenue bonds, and later disposed 
of them all to banks and other institu- 
tions and to some investors here and 
abroad. ‘ 

As in the case of the previous issue of 
revenue bonds, a fair proportion of those 
put out last week was placed abroad 
through international banking houses in 
this city. These revenue bonds of the 
City of New York are a favorite invest- 
ment with some Paris bankers, who near~ 
hy always take some part of the large is- 
sues of revenue bonds made by the city. 
These bonds of course are sold in antici- 
pation of the receipt by the city of taxes, 
which will be paid later in the year. 
They are universally regarded as a prime 
investment, and even those who look with 
legs favor upon New York City bonds 
than they formerly did because of the 
great increase in the city’s debt do not 
find similar objection to the short-term 
bonds put out by the city. They have in 
relation to long-term issues by the city 
the same advantages as are possessed by 
short-term bonds or notes issued by the 
railroads. Issues of this kind find a ready 
market when long-term issues cannot be 
sold to any advantage. 

The declining tendency in money rates 
and the difficulty which banks and trust 
companies now experience in getting sat- 
isfactory loans at fair rates of interest 
has naturally stimulated the demand for 
city revenue, bonds. This feature of the 
situation made it possible for Controller 
Metz to get some of the money which he 
raised last week at as low a rate as 8% 


per cent., while most of the $38,000,000 
was had at 8% per cent., which was the 
highest rate paid py the city last week. 
This compares with the 6 per cent. in- 
terest which the city pais last Fall during 
the period of financial disturbances. 

The placing of this large lot of revenue 
bonds was followed by a sharp advance in 
the city’s long-term bonds. The buying 
of these issues, so far as it was in any 
way related to the sale of the revenue

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TO SEEK ANTARCTIC FOSSILS. 


Crew of the Brig Daisy Will Do Re- 
search Work on Desolation Island. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., May 10.—The | 
only vessel in the world which makes 
regular trips to far-away Desolation Isl- 
and, or Kergulen Island, as it {s put down 
on the charts, in the Antarctic Ocean, 
will have a more important mission than 
the mere gathering of sea elephant oil, her 
usual cargo, when she starts on her next 
cruise early this week. 

The persistency of naturalists and sci- 
entific men has at last won, and Capt. 
Cleveland of the brig Daisy has promised 
to lend his endeavors to the work offre- 
vealing to the world the bird, fish, ant-| 
mal, and vegetable life of the hertofore 
unfamiliar antarctic region. 

Capt. Cleveland has been commissioned 
by the heads of several museums to col- 
lect such botainical, mineral, and zoologi- 


cal specimens as he can, and to bring 
back as many specimens as ssible to 
the various museums. The Daisy has 
reservatives for the va- 
rious kinds of life, and sufficient money 
has been advanced by the scientists to in- 
sure the project being attractive and 
profitebte or the owner and men of the

which little is known at the present time, 
are Prof. Bumpus of the American .Mu- 
seum of New York, Prof. Lucas of the 
Brooklyn: Institute, and Prof, L of the 
Peabody Museum at Yale.
